BEIIU.N, Juue2(i.—The reichstag has 


adjourned for tbe summer, but the Prus- 
Bian diet will remain in session until late 
in July. The association reform com- 
mittee of tho upper house of tbe diet 
passed tbe association bill on Friday in 
the mutilated form adopted by the lower 
house, but with an addition to the effect 
that associations in which there are 
anarchistic or social democratic move- 
ments or movements aiming to over- 
throw the existing organisations of state, 
or movements preparatory to a eepara- 
tion of part of the territory of tbe state 
from the whole, coming to light in a 
manner dangerous to public eecurity, 
especially to the security of the state, 
may be dissolved by the police. 


The diet is almost certain to pass the 


bill in this form, which is more conso- 
nant with the wishes of the government, 
which desires a measure repressing 
all opposition meetings and all opposi- 
tion agitation, but there is no chance of 
the reicbstag agreeing to the measure in 
its amended form. It was interesting 
to note the cropping out of the deep

bodies, the reichetag and the diet. 


In the diet Baron von Seidliu., the 


conservative leader, referred amid ap- 
plause to the "misguided, blinded ma- 
jority of tbe reichstag," and speakers in 
the reichstag repaid tbe attack in kind.

Tbe evident 
disposition of the whole world to share 
in tbe jubilee and extend it has caused 
tbe liveliest satisfaction and added to 
the general rejoice.

In tbe 
proposed ordinances both classes of ma- 
chines are treated alike, but there is afl 
nuch differenw between tbe two as 
there is between a new born baby and a 
ull-nedged train robber.

Young Lord Dudley onco more is 


coming in for no end of abuse in con- 
nection with tho ruin which ho is work- 
ing by means of his mining enterprises. 
Certain of his coal mines arc located iu 
a district ot country known as Pensnctt 
Chase, which extends over portions of 
tho counties ot Stafford mid Worcester 
nml comprises tho prosperous lowii. ol 
Pcnsiictt. Brocknioor, Urierly Hill and 
Quarry Bank, tho latter having a pop- 
ulation ot about 10,000 people. Lord 
Dudley has inherited tho ruining rights 
of tho district, although ho owns very 
little of tho laud on tho surface, and ill 
the beds of conl nro somewhat shallow, 
running, that is to say, within 60 feel 
ot tho surface, there is a subsidence ol 
land tho moment the pillars left for 
supporting the roof of the mine aro re- 
moved. These pillars cither take the 
form of heavy beams of wood or clso of 
columns of coal, and their removal aft- 
er tho exhaustion ot the vein of coal is 
u piece of petty economy that is sordid 
and selfish ill tho extreme. At tho pres- 
ent moment tho major portion of the 
onco prosperous industrial town of 
Qnarry Bank is iu ruins, while parts of 
tho town of Brockmoor consist of noth- 
ing but houses cracked, twisted and rent 
from top to bottom in such a manner as 
to render them uninhabitable. 


Tho entire population of these vari- 


ous towns is threatened with ruin; yet, 
according to tho present condition of 
tho English Ian- concerning mining 
rights, no legal redress or damages can 
bo obtained from the earl, who pursues 
his way regardless of all protests, intent 
solely on extracting all tho coal that he 
possibly can from tho bowels of tho 
earth, coal which ho subsequently sells 
both at wholesale and at retail. Tlm 
only indications that ho gives of his 
knowledge that ho is subjecting his fol-

"Tho first notice of thcso migrations 


is to bo fonnd in a book by John Joase- 
lyn, entitled 'Now England Rurotics 
Discovered,' published in 1878.

Bellicose Prisoner 
With Hit 


Warpaint Off. 


J. R. Barnett, the Madera butcher, 


swore out a complaint against a mau 
named Sw.rtx yesterday, charging him 
with battery, and Constable Green who 
was charged wltb the execution of the 
warrant, went out to where the man 
waa working and brought him in. It 
seems that SwlrU formerly worked for 
Barnett, and a abort time ago Mr, Bar- 
netthad occasion to find fault wltb 
Swirls',, and discharged him. 
Swift/, 


evidentlv cherished a malicious feeling 
against 'Barnett, for when the latter 
drove out early yesterday mominir. to 
deliver meat at the camp where Swirtz 
waa working on a thresher, he waa set 
upon and brutally assaulted.
